There is no v isible reason why tbe latest 
substitute fo r the Bricker amendment should 
not be cleared by Congress and submitted to 
the states fo r ratification. 
There is one p oint in the substitute credited 
to Sen, Dirksen, howev er, which should be 
Cleared trp by lawyers before the rest of os 
p ass judgment on H, 
The original Bricker amendment, ft will be 
recalled, would hav e giv en the Senate the su­ 
p reme authority ov er all international agree­ 
ments and wmikf ev en hav e brought state leg- 
islat ires into the p rocess of p utting them into 
effect. This would hav e been done at the ex ­ 
p ense of the p resent authority of the chief ex ­ 
ecutiv e. 
The Dirksen substitute aays merely that ”a 
p rov ision of a treaty or other international 
agreement which conflicts with any p rov ision 
of this Consttuton shall not be of any force 
Gr effect.” 
This wmM ap p ear to make die U.S. Sup reme 
Court the sup reme authority instead of Con­ 
gress, and to op en international agreements to 
dhal enge in any FVderal Court It could hav e 
the effect of making the treaty p ower mean­ 
ingless if ev ery agreement were subject to end­ 
less court injunctions, hearings, findings, re­ 
v iews, affirmations and ov errulings ad infin­ 
itum, 
Is that how the federal judiciary might be 
misused in the long fight betwen Congress and 
the ex ecutiv e dep artment to clip each other's 
dings? 


Nixon- ating 
Washingtonians know better than most Asneri- 
eeus how to cast the shadow of a doubt ov er 
a man’s p olitical future. It is one of the minor 
arts of p olitics in the cap ital. 
It is being, p racticed on Richard Nix on, v ice 
p resident of the United States. “What about 
Hix oi?” ev erybody keep s asking. That’s the 
art-to keep asking. 
Pretty soon the susp icion has been p lanted 
that there really if “something” about Nix on. 
Many an ap p ointiv e official has been ridden out 
of Washington on a rail of susp icion. 
Fortunately, the v ice p resident of the United 
States is elected, not ap p ointed. Fortunately, 
President Eisenhower has a sharp eye for fire 
p olii cal p rop rieties and has sp iked the notion 
that the v ice p resident of his administration is 
a p up p et who can be jerked by remote control. 
Nix on the President declared in his p ress 
conference this week, will make his own de­ 
cision about seeking a second term. He is his 
own man. He was v oted Into office by the p eop le 
of the United States. He was nominated by the 
delegates to a Rep ublican p arty conv ention. He 
has been an eminently satisfactory v ice p resi­ 
dent If he wants to be the second man again 
on an Eisenhower-Nix on ticket, it is up to him 
to make the decision. He is a p ublic official, 
not a p up p et. 
This won’t stop the Nix on-ating that has 
p reoccup ied Washington lately, but it should let 
the wind out of the idea that President Eisen­ 
hower. himself, has taken up the fad. 


Good Good- Neighbors 
When the « heads of gov ernment of the United 
States, Canada and Mex ico sit down together 
this month, there will be “an uninhibited stock­ 
taking of the state o f affairs from the North 
Pole to the Panama Canal.” This is a top 
Canadian dip lomat’s concep t of the trip artite 
conft rence called by President Eisenhower. 
Canadian Premier 
Louis Sk. Laurent and 
Mex ican President Adolfo Ruiz Cortines agree 
with the White House suggestion that there 
should be no formal agenda for the talks. AH 
three nations hop e to hav e a frank ex change of 
information and op inions. 
President Eisenhower is anx ious to consoli­ 
date the p olitical and military solidarity of 
North American neighbors and to discuss it 
lengt i the ov er-all role of all three in the most 
effectiv e use of the v ast resources of this con­ 
tinent in combatting the Communist new non­ 
aggression economic offensiv e. 
From Mex ico, the United States and Canada 
may hear some p lain talk on the situation in 
Latin America where Moscow is now casting 
it? most beneficíen* “smile.” 
* From Canada, Eisenhower will hear Ottawa's 
cfitcsm of America’s tariff p olicies and of the 
ebanomic p enetration erf that country by U. S. 
cap ital. Canada is also concerned about the 
“giv e-away” p rograms of American agricultur­ 
al surp luses to Europ e and Asia that restrict 
Canadian* markets. 
Eisenhower is believ ed to be trying to draw 
Canada closer to the Pan-American Un i o n 
from which it has held aloof in the p ast 
The conference will mark the first time an 
American p resident has conferred simultan­ 
eously with the leaders of the two p owers that 
Hank the United States. It is an unp recedented 
mov e to giv e the Good Neighbor p olicy a new 
and sharp er meaning in international affairs, 
A mov e long ov redut.

son: I believ e it is traditional 
that the v ice p resident is not nom­ 
inated until after a p resident is, 
a p residential candidate is, nomi­ 
nated; so I think that we wiH 
hav e to wait to see who the Re­ 
p ublican conv ention nominates, and 
then it will be p rop er to giv e an 
ex p ression on that p oint” 
The rep orters p ressed their ques­ 
tions, and Ike answered again: 
“I will say nothing more about it. 
I hav e said that my- admiration 
and my rasp ed for Vice President 
Nix on is unbounded. He has ben 
for me a loyal and dedicated as­ 
sociate, and a successful one. I am 
v ery fond of him, but I am going 
to say no more about i t ” 
No candidate in adv ance of a 
nominating conv ention has ev er 
announced p ublicly the man he 
wanted as his running mate. 


THE REASONS are based on 
decades of p olitical 
ex p erience. 
First of all, anyone who is him­ 
self aiming to win the p residen­ 
tial nomination doesn’t v enture to 
antagonize any faction which has 
a v ice-p residential candidate in 
mind. Secondly, to p ick a man for 
v ice p resident before the conv en­ 
tion v otes on the top man means 
a fight that any sensible p olitical 
leader wil] regard as an unneces­ 
sary battle. In p olitics, the trick Is 
to av oid doing toe unnecessary and 
the sup erfluous where v otes in a 
national conv ention are at stake. 
Few p eop le realize that neither 
Sen. Sp arkman of Alabama, who 
was chosen to be the v ice-p resi­ 
dential nominee on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket with Stev enson, nor 
toe then Sen. Nix on of California, 
who became the running mate of 
Eisenhower, 
w e r e p rominently 
mentioned for second p lace in ad­ 
v ance 
of 
the 
conv entions 
to 
1952 
The fight now to ¡» ev ent the re­ 
nomination of Nix on as v ice p resi­ 
dent could hav e ruinous effects in­ 
side the Rep ublican p arty. For, 
while he wasn’t a Taft man in the 
p reconv ention fight of 1952. he is 
friendly to that wing of the p arty'. 
Likewise, while he didn’t ex actly 
become a champ ion of Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy’s cause, he did not attack 
him. 
«•*-«* 
ANY ABANDONMENT of Nix on 
would be regarded, therefore, as 
a slap at both the Taft and Mc­ 
Carthy sup p orters and also aginst 
t h o s e Rep ublican organizations 
which, to the 1954 congresskx m. 
camp aign 
benefitted 
so 
much 
from Nix on's activ e camp aigning 
in more than a dozen western 
states. 
He also has built up 
quite a following to the so-called 
“Eisenhower wing” of the p arty. 
The President has had a better 
chance to observ e Nix on at work 
than anybody rise. He f i n d a 
Nix on able and v ersatile and p er­ 
hap s more 
whfo 


p olicies than anybody else on the 
Eisenhower team. He has bean m 
on Bl the imp ortant conferences 
on gov ernmental affairs, national 
and interna tkmad The President, 
to be so rt, has been leaning on 
Nix on for p olitical guidance 
If it isn’t to be Nix on, then who? 
Sev eral names 
are 
mentioned. 
Gov . Herter of Massachusetts is an 
able man. There’s a controv ersy, 
howev er, ov er Us eligibility, since 
though of American p arentage, he 
was born abroad. Doubtless the 
Sup reme Court would uitimatety 
rule that he is eligible, but R 
would make quite a rhubarb for 
the Democrats to p lay with and 
there w o u l d be doubt raised 
among toe v oters for a long time 
as to who would succeed Bee to 
case he didn’t stay on to the 
p residency. 


THE CARE REALLY couldn’t be 
ruled on till it was actually p re­ 
sented to the S u p r e m e Court 
Would toe v oters “buy a lawsuit” ? 
Then there’s George Hump hrey, 
secretary of the treasury.

men on ev ery side, and this also

organization men. But the Demo­ 
crats would hav e a field day on the 
rub ect of Hump hrey’j former con­ 
nections with the steel industry. 
They would also p oint to the fact

The name of former Gov . Dewey 
has been mentioned, though he 
ran twice for p resident and was 
defeated. Inside the p arty the fac­ 
tional scars are still there. The 
original Taft men would not like 
it. Besides the New York State 
situation i* full erf old controv ersies 
that would be raked ap . 


DEWEY WOULD make a good 
p resident but it’s a q u e s t i o n 
whether he wouldn’t be as v utoer- 
able so far as 
satisfying the 
Democrats as is Nix on. 
F o r 
Dewey, too, has said some harsh 
things about the Democrats —- and 
there seems to be, at least among 
some writers still symp athetic at 
heart with the Truman cause, a 
feeling that Rep ublican v ice-p resi­ 
dential nominee must be accep t­ 
able to the Democrats, Just why, 
nobody knows. 


Big Business Issue 


Among the issues p resented by 
for mar President Truman is his 
p arty’s bid for v otes is the old, 
familiar charge that the Eisenhow­ 
er administration is g “Mg busi­ 
ness" ad wxif>iat.nfton. In this, he 
has been followed by the three 
p rincip al candidates for the Demo­ 
cratic 
nomination. Congressman 
Pitman, the p erennial p atron of 
« majj business, has p rov ided seme 
figures to p rov e the case—figure* 
circulated by toe DemoCTatic Na­ 
tional Committee. 
The bask assump tion of those 
who argue against big busmans is 
that large units of enterp rise are 
essentially the enemies of small 
businesses. The p olitical angle is 
that since there are more 
than bigs, there are v otes to be 
gained by such an ap p eal 
Toe notion that big business is 
toimkal to small bustness has 
been refeted so many times and in 
so many ways that it seems un­ 
reasonable that ex p erienced p oli­ 
ticians should feel that sny ad­ 
v antage can be gained by their 
ap p eals. Nev ertheless, they still 
use the story and in recent months 
hav e offered just enotig i to the 
way of statistics to enliv en toe 
argument. 
Unless, howev er, foe p oliticians 
ate willing to charge that the Ei­ 
senhower administration has falsi­ 
fied the figures of the Dep artment 
of Commerce—and no such charge 
has been made—toe alleged case 
against tog business influence Is 
comp letely without foundation.
